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INTRODUCTION 



The first step in our Center's development of a curriculum for 
severely handicapped children was to complete a thorough review of ex- 
Is ting literature and curriculum materials. It rapidly became apparent 
to us that th^re is a vast array of small local projects, each of which 
addresses itself to a highly specific, carefully circumscribed area of 
curriculum development. Further, most of these projects operate in 
isolation and with little publicity. Conversations with staff members 
of some projects indicated that they would welcome opportunities to ex- 
change information with other projects developing curriculum materials 
for severely handicapped persons. 

This Directory has been compiled as an aid to such communication. 
It may also help avoid unnecessary duplication of effort by making it easier 
to identify products in process. 

The listings were obtained by writing to the director of the de- 
partment of mental retardation and directors of public and private resi- 
dential facilities. Each was asked to identify specific individuals who 
they knew were involved in some facet of curriculum development for 
severely handicapped persons. Every individual so identified was asked 
to complete the form which comprises the Directory. The return rate was 
extremely high (over 75%). Further, many respondents also sent copies of 
proposals, guides and ether materials developed by their projects.
